“One great drawback to industry 
in Canada and to business in gen- 
eral is the lack of money available 
for constructive purposes,” he said. 
“In regard to the question of credit 
expansion I see no reason why we 
should not immediately accept the | 
twenty-five per cent gold coverage | 
plan adopted at the World Econo- | 
mic Conference last year This | 
would allow us to have a total cur- | 
rency of 720 millions of dollars, and 
the immediate issuance of this 
money, and its being made avail- 
able for use at low interest rates, 
or in the case of government work, 
at no interest rates at all, would 
ameliorate our monetary situation 
and go a long way toward eliminat- 
ing unemployment in Canada.” 

“What about those interest 
tates?” I asked at this point. 

“They must come down,” he as- 
serted strongly. “The high rates of 
interest that have prevailed in Can- 
ada during the past few years must 
be reduced in keeping with the 
economic condition of Canada to- 
day. The wages of workers and the 
return to the producer have 
been cut, and the wages of money 
still keeps to its pre-depression 
level. That is inequitable and is 
strangling private industry in Can- 
ada. The wages of money, or inter- 
est, if you prefer to call it that, 
must be reduced and a_ properly 
constituted Central bank, 
with certain necessary changes in 
the Finance Act, will enable us to 
bring about such a change.” 


SOCIAL INSURANCE 


We then touched on Social In- 
surance, such as unemployment and 
health insurance, and here again 
the young Liberal leader showed a 
grasp of conditions in Canada and 
the matters which are now vital 
questions with Canadians. 

“They must come,” he said. “The 
establishment of the proper ma- 
chinery to institute an adequate 
system of social insurance is essen- 
tial. It may yet come in the final 
session of the Bennett administra- 
tion, but it certainly will come 
when the Liberals attain office. Of 
course there will still be the un- 
employment problem to be solved. 
but this can be done by trade and 
credit expansion and by revision 


of tariffs which are at present throt- | 
{ling all foreign trade for Canada.” |

“The Liberal party is definitely 
opposed to any unification under 
private ownership and control of 
Canada’s two great railways,” he 
said in answer to my query. “There 
is, however, a strong element in the 
Liberal party which favors public 
ownership of the railroads, the Gan- 
adian Pacific to be purchased at a 
just and equitable figure to be de- 
termined by an arbitration board. 
But the party is definitely opposed 
to any unification as at present pro- 
posed.” 


THE MARKETING ACT 
The stand of the Liberal opposi- 


tion on the Marketing act passed | 


at the last session of the house of 
commons also came into cur dis- 
cussion, 

“The Liberal party is in favor of 
any sane marketing legislation 
which will aid the Canadian pro- 
ducers and consumers, but we do 
not think the act as brought down 
is workable,” he said. “As it stands 
it gives too much power to non- 
parliamentary boards and commit- 
tees and lays itself wide open to 
legal subtleties. Even the consti- 
tutional status of the act as drafted 
and brought into being by the Ben- 
nett government is open to ques- 
tion.”

SAILORS AND ENGINEERS 
FIRST! 

No investigations into marine tragedies have 
been more prolific of scandals and more reveal- 
ing of bad practices than those which the 
United States authorities have been called upon 
from time to time to conduct. It looks as if the 
three enquiries ino the Morro Castle disaster to 
be conducted by the Department of Commerce, 
the federal grand jury and the marine under- 
writers will find plenty to do. 

That the chief engineer and his assistant 
should proceed to the first lifeboat and leave 
the ship without paying a visit to the engine- 
room is altogether against sea traditions. Even 
more remarkable is the circumstance that the 
lifeboat in which they made their escape, with 
a capacity of 120 persons carried away only 32 
persons, all of whom with two exceptions were 
members of the crew. 

Of a totally different but none-the-less im- 
portant character will be the inquiry into re- 
ports that the fire on the Morro Castle and the 
fire which broke out next day on the Santa Ana 
were set by strikers. Capt. Franz von Rintelen 
during the war years taught American dockers 
how easy it is to plant incendiary time bombs 
on departing vessels. 


THE LAUGH IS ON US 

Jesse L. Livermore, speculator who holds the 
title of “the boy plunger of Wall Street,” went 
into bankruptcy early this summer. Now he 
has paid off his $2,000,000 debts and has a com- 
fortable fortune for himself. 

Honest toil and careful frugality have res- 
cued many a man from financia!] disaster. In 
this case, however, it was a combination of the 
drouth and the Chicago wheat pit that did the 
trick. Mr. Livermore played the market in 
wheat, and rode up with the rising prices. The 
result was a very tidy profit indeed. 

The ordinary citizen is occasionally a bit 
puzzled as to the exact nature of the social ser- 
vice which is performed by the speculator in 
commodities. This feat of Mr. Livermore's, 
however gratifying it may be to that gentleman 
and to his creditors, will do little o clear up 
such confusion. 


CIVILIZING RUSSIA! 

It has been a long time since the news- 
papers have printed any story quite so ineffably 
revealing as the one telling how Mrs. Edward B. 
McLean, the Washington society lady, wore her 
million-dollar Hope diamond while travelling 
through Soviet Russia. 

The experience, she says, was “a bit blood- 
curdling,” since the hardy proletarians were not 
at all pleased by the display. 

“They hated me. That was obvious,” she 
reports. “I stood for all that women who wear 
jewels representad, yet they were fascinated. 
.+.I think that I taught them a lesson, and that 
henceforth it will be safe for American women 
to wear jewelry in Russia.”

WHY NOT LET THEM EAT IT? 

Workers in the national research laboratories 
at Otlawa suggest that Canadians feed wheat 
to their motor cars, and thus make away with 
part of the “over abundant supply.” 

If alcohol made from wheat were mixed 
with gasoline, in the ratio ef one to ten, they 
estimate we could thus burn up 35,000,000 bush- 
els of the embarrassing cerea! every year. But 
they rather spoil the picture by Saying the mix- 
ture would cost two or three cents more per 
Ballon than straight gasoline 

That kills any chance the idea might have of 
provoking popular enthusiasm, even among 
farmer motorists 

Believe it or not, it isn't dearer motor fuel 
the car-drivers of this Dominion are looking 
for, but something that will do as well and cost 
less money than the present brand. Unless the 
farmer were allowed to distil! his own and 
sell the surplus, it is not obvious where the 
advantage would come in—aside, of course, 
from destroying that much wheat; which the 
dominant sehool of economists may think to 
be an advantage, but of whieh the public are by 
no means convinced. Unless the researchers 
can cheapen the cost of distillation, and thus of 
the combination fuel, they may as well think 
of something else.

The Passing’ Show

Plucky little Doug Davis flying in the face of 
a premonition of death at a speed of five miles 
a minute in the $10,000 Thompson air trophy 
race, lost control in rounding a pylon. In a 
fraction of a second he lay dead among the 
twisted steel tubing and wreckage of his plane. 
The mangled body of an 
injured competitor who 
craghed lay near him as 
he fell. The 125,000 specta- 
tors got a double thrill for 
their dollar. 

Where is the sense in these 
speed contests at speeds and 
in machines that no ordinary 
traveller ever desires to ex- 


perience? Who is it, besides 
S.C Malcolm Campbell, who 
/ S Cowper wishes to travel a rile in 12 


seconds—-so fast that the tires won't last more 
than 20 miles. 

What we particularly need to make flying 
popular—and profitable for the manufecturers 
~is a cheap foolproof plane that will alight at 
slow speeds. What we need on the roads is not 
a procession of competitive autos, each one of 
which already can go faster than safety sanc- 
tions, but a comfortably riding car that will go 
about 50 miles to the gallon. Instead of vieing 
at speeds in excess of 70 miles an hour, we need 
a compulsory governor device that will play 
“Nearer my God to Thee” whenever it touches 
45 miles an hour. 

People not only risk life and limb for useless 
and unnecessary speed in the air, on the land 
and on the water, but they add to their expense 
bill and reduce their pleasure. The last few 
notches cost more in gas and in wear and tear 
than those that have gone before, while one 
can't take one’s eye off the road or the course 
to admire the beauty of the world without risk- 
ing a mishap. 

A few weeks ago I saw the well-to-do pro- 
proprietor of four hot dog stands taking out a 
perfectly satisfactory 25 h.p. marine motor from 
a lightly-built V-bottom 36-ft. trunk-cabin 
cruiser. She was a beuatifully balanced and 
fitted cruising yacht and made about eight miles 
an hour. The owner was installing an 85 b.p. 
high speed motor. 

“What for?” I asked. 

“Want to get some speed,” he said. 

It was no use telling him of the enormously 
increased running expense he was incurring. To 
the proprietor of four hot dog stands that 
wouldn't be so much a consideration as to a 
poor journalist. And as the work was well 
under way, I hadn't the heart to tell him of the 
mess he was making, turning his neat little 
craft into a box of machinery—of the wettings 
he'd get, and the way he'd rack his boat driving 
her at a speed for which she was not intended. 
I can't see why people want to be in a hurry 
to get away from beautiful scenery or to speed 
through lovely experiences. It's a terrible 
thing to be bitten by the speed bug. 

Writing of speed and boats and pleasure, the 
perfect example comes to mind. Capt. E. P. 
Green, commander of the beautiful and speedy 
C.P.R. “Empress of Asja,” last week quit the 
service. He hasn't quit the sea. He has reached 
the time for retirement and now he’s going to 
voyage the sea for pleasure. 

In three months’ time he’s returning as a 
passenger on one of the white Empresses to 
Tong Kong, where he is having a pleasure boat 
built. It isn’t a speed craft designed to out- 
pace his late command. It's a beautiful trim 
yacht, built of teak. She is 45 feet long by 
14ft. Bin. beam, and will be barquentine rigged 
—that is, she will have square sail and yards 
on her foremast, and be fore and aft rigged on 
her mainmast. 

Her name is to be “Romance.” She is hav- 
ing a figurehead of camphor wood carved to 
carry her bowsprit. The beautiful English 
actress Diana Wynyard is the model for the 
figure. With a depth of 6ft. 3in., the Romance 
will be able to go anywhere in safety. Her in- 
ternal arrangements provide for a double 
Stateroom and two single staterooms, while a 
26 h.p. Diesel engine will provide auxiliary 
power 

Capt. Green's 20-year-old daughter, Mar- 
guerite, is studying navigation. She and her 
18-year-old brother Robert will accompany 
their father to China and—possibly with the aid 
of two yqung naval officers keen for the trip— 
will help their father sail the Romance to 
Vancouver. Thereafter the boat will be used 
for coast cruising. 

You couldn't get the owner of the Romance 
who has served the sea from the days of sail 
till he attained command of an ocean flyer, to 
spoil his pleasure by becoming a speed fiend.

The one who is near-sighted has a ceftain shape 
to his eyebal!, and such a person will constantly 
strain his eyes if he does not wear properly 
fitted glasses. Do not make the mistake of 
thinking that glasses weaken the eyes; they are 
simply scientifically made magnifying lenses to 
be worn so that one can see more clearly with- 
out straining the eyes.

A Day in Canadian History 
On this date, in 1893 the first 
General Synod of the Church of 
England in Canada (the successor 
of which convened at Montreal 
yesterday) assembled at Toronto. 
It was the result of a corference 
held at Winnipeg in August, 1890, 
at which there were present seven 
bishops, thirty-three clergy and 
25 laymen. Bishop Machray was 


appointed president of the con- 
ference with Canon Matheson 
‘afterwards Primate) and Dr, Leo 
Davidson, QC, as secretaries 
Two resolutions were passed: (1) 
That this conference is of opinion 
that it is expedient to unite and 


consolidate the various branches | 


of the Chureh of England in 
British North America: (2) That 
in any scheme of union the con- 
ference affirms the necessity of 
the retention of provinces under 
a general synod. Charles Jenkins, 
Q.C., of Petrolea, one of the ablest 
laymen 
ever produced in Canada, present 
a memorandum of a proposed 
constitution which was adopted. 
Th's provided for a general 
synod consisting of an upper 
house (the bishops) and a lower 
house chosen on a proportionate 
basis from the ciergy and laity by 
the diocesan synods. The presi- 
dent, who was to be styled Prim- 
ate. was to be elected by the 
bishops from among the metro- 
politans; the general synod was

to have power to deal with all 
matters affecting the general in- 
terests of the church, but none 
of its canons of a_ coercive 
choracter was to be in operation 
until accepted by the provincial 
synods or by the synods of dio- 
ceses not included in a province. 

This was the genesis of the 
General Synod, which has met 
triennially since 1893, Dean Gris- 
dale of Winnipeg was the chair- 
man of the first General Synod 
which adopted three declarations: 
(1) A solemn declaration that the 
Church of England in Canada de- 
sired to continue ah integra! part 
of the Anglican communicn; (2) 
Preserving all rights, powers and 
jurisdiction of provincial synods; 
(3) Leaving the retention or aboli- 
tion of provincial synods to the 
provinces and the dioceses within 
such provinces. 

On September 18 it was an- 
nounced that the Bishop of 
Rupert's Land (Dr. Machray) had 
been elected Primate and it was 
agreed that the metropolitan of 
each province should be designat- 
ed archbishop of his see. 

This year's General Synod will 
have to select a new Primate of 
All Canada to replace the late

It is said that more than 
half the high army officers are

Prince Starhemburg, who is the 


most active of the triumvirate Star- 
hemburg - Fey - Schuschnigy in re- 
sisting Nazi pressure, is handi- 
capped on all sides, even Yight in 
the three-men government of which 
he is a member, for Major Fey 
leans so heavily to the Nazi side 
that his name figured In the secret 
list of cabinet ministers which the 
Nazis had prepared in connection 
with their “Putsch” on July 25. As 
a matter of fact, the Vienne “Neu 
Weltbuehne” openly charges Major 
Fey with having had a hand in the 
preparation of the raid which cost 
Chancellor Dolifuss his life. That 
journal's charges, uncontradicted so 
far, reveal that Fey, although 
knowing that Dollfuss was bleeding 
to death, never made the slightest 
move to have a doctor attend the 
wounded chancellor. In the course 
of his six appearances on the bal- 
cony of the chancellery, in which 
he pleaded with the government 
troops to withdraw, Major Fey 
never even mentioned the fact that 
Dollfuss was dying 


HAD NOTIFIED FEY 

The trials of various Nazi raiders 
brought out evidence that Major 
Fey had been notified at eleven 
o'clock in the morning that the 
raid was coming off at 1:30 in the 
afternoon of July 25. Chief In- 
spector of Police, Major -Wrabel, 
who reported that he watched the 
Nazis assemble for the historic raid 
at 10:30 and immediately tele- 
phoned Fey, told the court that he 
had been taken prisoner by the 
Nazis and had been taken along in 
ve of the trucks which carried the 
ttackers. Arrived before the chan- 

lery, he said, he was greatly sur- 
prised to find no government troops 
here to protect the place, despite 
fact that Major Fey, chief of 
Dp ¢ security in the Dollfuss cab- 
net, had been. notified fully two 
nours previously of the coming 
raid

Since the violent radio propa- 
ganda from Munich has stopped 
Herr Hitler is gaining sympathizers 
by the tens of thousands in Austria 
whereas a few weeks ago he 
seemed to be losing out. The Feuh- 
rer’s moderate speeches, in which 
he gave up claims to Dantzig, 
abandoned colonial aspirations and 
called off the anti-Austrian propa- 
ganda, have made a deep im- 
pression in Austria. Except for the 
left-wing parties, no Austrian is 
fundamentally opposed to the An- 
schluss (union of Austria and Ger- 
many). To keep Austria and Ger- 
many apart is as impossible in the 
end as it would be to keep Britain 
and Canada apart if historic cir- 
cumstances had separated them. 
The left-wing parties are opposed 
to Hitler, but not to Germany. Even 
so the left-wing parties have been 
deprived of al] influence by Chan- 
cellor Dollfuss in February. Chan- 
cellor Schuschnigg is now carrying 
on negotiations with the exiled 
socialist leaders in Prague with a 
view to incorporate the socialists in 
an anti-Nazi front in return for a 
restoration of some measure of 
freedom for the socialist party. But 
socialist chiefs are extremely 

of these invitations. They 

" not forgotten that it was 
Schuschnigg’s predecessor and fel- 
low leader of Christian-Democratic 
parties, Dr. Dollfuss, who crushed 
their movement in February. 

Anyone studying the Austrian 
situation on the spot may for a cer- 
tain length of time be baffled by 
the intricate puzzle presented by 
the political situation, but if he is 
willing to deal objectively with the 
ubject, he is bound to admit before 
long that Hitler-Germany is exer- 
cising a powerful appeal upon the 
Austrian people. In spite of all that 
has occurred, the bombings, the 
vitriolie propaganda and the Putsch 
ft July 25, criticism of the Hitler 
regime extremely moderate in 
the Austrian press. It should not 
be overlooked in this connection 
that the most determined oppon- 
ents of Hitlerism in Austria, the 
social - democrats and their press, 
have been completely silenced 

The Austrians are, on the whole 
eager for a reconciliation with Herr 
Hitler. Of course, as I said, large 
masses of Austrians are inarticulate 


in Austria. 


But if the Fuehrer 
persists in his conciliatory mood 
which was inaugurated by the dis- 


patch of Herr Franz von Papen as 
roinister-plenipotentiary to Vienna 


the Austrians are willing to meet 
him more than half-way. We may

progress. 

The health board accepted the 
feport of its own committee on 
amalgamation and on the motion of 
Ald. J. W. Findlay instructed the’ 
secretary to communicate with the 
school board asking for an early 
decision on the proposed agreement. 

One of the points raised some 
time ago by the school board was 
that the city health board should be 
elected rather than appointed by 
city council, as at present. Ald. R. 
V. Bellamy found fault with such 
a suggestion. Wednesday night. He 
felt that the primary duty of school 
trustees was to attend to education. 
Matters of health should be left to 
the health board, he believed. 


SOUND ARGUMENT 

Ald. J. W. Findlay pointed out 
that if the city were to adopt the 
suggestion of the school board then 
the hospital board would also be an 
elected body. “The question of 
health would then be a political 
football,” he said 

The Separate School Board was 
quite satisfied with the proposed 
amalgamation agreement, averred 
W. D. Trainor, board representative. 

Dr. F. A. Keillor recalled that the 
attitude df the school board had 
been one of “jealous feeling as far 
services are con-

cerned.” 

What did the health board intend 
to do about the amalgamation 
agreement, Mayor D. K. Knott 
wanted to know. Was it the 
board's intention to submit the 


plan to the electors again or was it 


going to take the matter in its own)

“The school board won't 
adopt it until it gets a favorable re- 
port from its committee,” he com- 
mented.
